1. The declaration submitted on 5/1 1/98 is proper. 

2. Japan '340 and Harman show biasing/erasing oscillators. Lee shows partial and fiill erase 
heads. 

3. A copy of the Japanese reference, noted on page 1 of the specification, should be supplied. 

4. This appHcation has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is allowed. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The meaning of the following words and phrases is unclear: "for given" (claim 1), 
"remainder" (claim 2), and "head entire-width erasing head" (claim 4). 
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7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoichi. 

The reference shows a biasing/erasing oscillator comprising entire width erase head 1 1, a 
linear record erase head 13, a series circuit 11, 12, 13, an oscillating capacitor C2, C3, a transistor 
Tr3, a direct current preventive capacitor 40, 41, 42, 43, and a bias resistor (Fig. 4).
